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Spanish-speaking chairman says 


Needs of Hispanics in church 
have been ignored too long

Father Gustavo Benson wrote in the 
Southern Cross of Jan. 26 that there are 52 
percent Hispanic people among the 
Catholics of this diocese. 


Archbishop Robert Sanchez of Santa Fe, 
N.M., told the Mexican-American Cultural 
Center board in San Antonio, Tex., 
recently that one-fourth of the nation’s 60 


million Catholics are Spanish-speaking, ~ 


but that there are fewer native-born 
Spanish-speaking priests than there are 
U.S. bishops. 


THERE ARE 320 Catholic bishops inthe 
United States, but only 200 Spanish- 
speaking priests who were born here, he 

added. 


What do these figures mean? Who are 
they aimed at, and why? Is there an 
accusing finger behind the words? And, if 
so, who is being accused of what? 


| threw these questions. straight at 
Roberto Martinez, the quiet, gentle, 
‘personable chairman of the diocesan 
commission for the Spanish-speaking. He 
paused, and thought before responding. 


“TO START WITH, the figures empha- 
size how many Spanish-speaking Catho- 
tics there are,” he said. “And the figures - 
are brought up with greater. and greater 
frequency because it is important for 

people to be aware of the situation.” 


What situation? 


“Very few ‘Anglo’ Americans realize that 
there is a need, and a lack of attention. by 
the church to our needs,” says Martinez. 


“We're not pointing the finger at 
‘anybody. But we are saying that the 
church should address itself more to the 
Spanish-speaking and their needs.” 


THE WORDS COME somewhat slowly. 
‘The leading Spanish-speaking layman in 
the diocese is not by any means a rabble 
rouser. Neither is he an activist. But he is 
deeply convinced with the need for the 
church to pay close attention to a large 
number of people presently without too 
many leaders or very much voice. 


He’s not talking about a separate 
church. “The two can exist together,

particularly if we create a better 
understanding of the desires of the 
Spanish-speaking in the priests and the 
bishop of the diocese.” 


“We don’t question the authority of the 
church. We think Bishop Maher has been 
very generous, and we have never 
questioned his leadership. There is fair 
acceptance by Anglo priests and religious 
in the diocese, but there is frustration 
among the Spanish-speaking.”. 


LEADERSHIP AND understanding are 
two of the most emphasized aspects of the 
aims and needs of the Hispanic Catholics. 
Leadership, in particular, is what they 
need most, says Martinez. 


“I’m one of the products of the search 
for leadership,” he explains. “But we need 
more, particularly in view of the lack of 
Spanish-speaking priests and religious. If 
we're not going to get them, we have to 
look more and more to lay sah tule in 
our church.” 


This, he feels, is the direct response to 
the lack of clergy among the Hispanics. 
“We have committed ourselves to serve 
those who express their faith in the 
Spanish language, who, up to now, have 
been neglected in their Christian 
formation.” 


_ MARTINEZ FEELS that the Spanish 
“speaking find it» generally difficult to 
identify with lay leadership in the church. 


He says “they lack the self-realization that 
they can be leaders.” Much of this, he 


comments, arises from the background of » 


a very clerical church in their culture. 


Isn't there a similarity between the 
needs of the Hispanics ‘and those of the 
Anglos? 

“Aside from the cultural and language 
aspects, our needs are virtually the 
same—except that we feel the church has 
been slow in responding to ours,” he 
replies. 


SOMETIMES a spark of intensity flashes 
behind the friendly eyes of this Spanish- 
speaking American of Mexican ancestry. 
“To be an American you don’t have to be a 
white Anglo-Saxon Protestant or Catholic,” 
he says with some vehemence.

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Catholic press ‘most powerful 
arm of the church in America’ 


ROCKVILLE CENTRE, N.Y. (NC)—The 
Catholic press, with its ability to capture 
people's attention, “is the most powerful 
arm of the church in America.” 


Robert L. Fenton, the president of the 
Catholic Press Association said this in a 
message marking February as Catholic 
Press Month. 


Fenton, CPA president and publisher of 
the Catholic Digest magazine, said the 
highly visible secular publications “now 
provide the norm for the value structure of 
society, and place their emphasis on 
materialism.” 


But Catholic publications—with a total 
circulation of nearly 27 million among 152 
American newspapers, 11 Canadian

papers and 298 magazines—can aid the 
church as it “seeks to deal with these 
problems of the modern world, adding the 
unique power and dimension of religion,” 
he said. 


The U.S. bishops have been told that the 
Catholic press is “the least expensive way 


‘of conveying comprehensive Catholic- 


oriented news and views on a regular basis 
to the largest number of Catholics,” 
Fenton added. 


“The press has reversed the decline that 
followed Vatican || and is now experienc- 
ing sustained growth,” Fenton said. “To 
maintain the momentum of these gains, 
the Catholic press needs—and < oeeaeaan 
the support of everyone.” 


Lenten rice bowls get snowed in 


NEW YORK (NC)—Some eight million 
symbolic cardboard rice bowls for the 
Operation Ricebowl lenten giving program 
were snowed in during storms in Elkhart, 
Ind., where they were manufactured. . 


All shipments were finally cleared to 


major distribution points in Los Angeles, 


Atlanta and New York, for shipping to 


parishes across the country by United 
Parcel Services on Feb. 3. 


Because of the close proximity of the 
San Diego diocese to Los Angeles, parish- 
es in the diocese were able to begin the 
program on time last Sunday. 


However, the rice bowls were not 
available to most parishes in the U.S. on 


Feb. 5, but are expected to arrive for 
distribution on Sunday, Feb. 12. 


“Fortunately all other materials for 
Operation Ricebowl got out. before the 
bowls were snowed in and under,” said 
CRS executive director, Bishop Edwin B. 
Broderick, at the New York headquarters. 


The rice bowls are the focus for millions 
of Catholic families to eat a meager meal 
once each week during Lent. Money saved 
by serving the scant meal is placed in the 
rice bowl. 


Prayers are said for the hungry 
throughout the world and the money thus 
contributed is used to support the work of 
Catholic Relief Services in 85 countries.

High school tuition grants to aid families

Stewardship funds in the past five years 
of the campaign have helped subsidize 
the operational costs of the seven Catholic 
high schools in the diocese. © 


This year $300,000 of the $2.3 million 
goal of Stewardship ’78 is slated for the 
high schools. 


HOWEVER, SOME high schools will use 
their portion of the funds for the new 
diocesan Tuition Grant program: 


This is designed to help middle income 
families meet rising tuition costs, said. 
Father John Cuddigan, SJ, diocesan 
superintendent of schools. 


University High School, San Diego, has 
decided to begin the program in 
September. 


ALL SEVEN HIGH schools—four dio- 
cesan and three private, run by religious— 
will implement the program for the 1979- 
80 academic year. 


“Instead of the direct subsidy to the 
individual schools for operational costs, 
the subsidy will go to the individual 
students as tuition grants, Father 
Cuddigan said. 


One effect of the new program is that the 
old “family discount rate” will be replaced 
with the new “family grant rate.” Families

with more than one child in a high school 
may apply for a tuition grant for each child. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR a tuition grant would . 


be determined by the amount of the 
family’s adjusted income—after the 
essential expenses are deducted. 


The average tuition cost for the seven 
high schools is currently $732 a year, and 
for the last five years it has been 
increasing at 9.1 percent a year due to 
inflation and the increasing number of lay 
salaries, said Father Cuddigan. 


The tuition grants would probably range 
between $200 and $400 per student, he 
added. 


Most of the administrative work will be 
done through the Jocal high schools. The 
local principal will have the final say for 
grant allocation per student. 


THE TUITION GRANT program is based 
on four economic facts outlined by Father 
Cuddigan. 


—The diocesan high school subsidy 
cannot increase without limit, due to 
growing financial needs of other diocesan 
programs. 


—Tuition cost must approach the actual 
cost of education. 


—Tuition grants must assist middle 
income families in meeting rising tuition 
costs,

responsibility of ministering to the needs 
of a minority race or culture, | believe. | 
would first study their past, their history 
and their culture so that | could better 
understand them,” he goes on. 


“If possible | would learn their language 
so that | could communicate with them, 
but even more important so that they 
could communicate with me. 


“THE NATIVE American (Indian) does 
not have this dialogue, nor does the black, 
and only now is the Hispano beginning to 
emerge as a significant force in the 
church. 


“We have now succeeded in breaking 
the communications barrier -at the 
diocesan level, as far as support for our 
programs is concerned. The support of the 
‘Anglo’ community is all we ask.”

However, work for the Spanish-speaking 
Catholics takes much of Martinez’ time, 
and he tries desperately to keep at least 
Sunday free for his family. Most days, after 
his early shift at work, he makes his way to 
the Padre Hidalgo Center, meets with 
workers, committees or members of the 
pastoral team which advise auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert Chavez. 


“Bishop Chavez has done much to 
influence the Spanish-speaking com- 
munity in its awareness of itself as 


‘important in the eyes of the church. 


Although he continually inspires us to 
develop as leaders on our. own, his 


presence and influence is irreplacable.” 


ON A NATIONAL level, Martinez finds 
the bond among Hispanics a powerful 
source of hope. He particularly found the 
“Segundo Encuentro Hispano Nacional de 
Pastoral” in Washington, D.C., last August 
a milestone. 


“It was an extraordinary experience in 
itself and in the amount of hope it gave 
me,” he recalls. 


The Encuentr; brought together those 
of Spanish. extraction from Mexico, 
Puerto Rico, Latin America, the Caribbean 
and all the many places Spanish explorers

“WITH THE NEW program we will be 
able to keep student enrollment up and 
operational deficits down,” said Father 
Cuddigan. : 


“It's a great program but it cannot solve 
the whole educational cost problem faced 
by middle income families. 


“The program best able to solve that 
problem is the Packwood-Moynihan 
Tuition Tax Credit Bill now before 
Congress,” the superintendent said. 


THE BILL, sponsored by Sen. Daniel 
Moynihan (D-N.Y.) and Sen. Robert 
Packwood (R-Ore.) would allow families a 
tuition tax credit up to $500 per student 
applied to all students in public and 
nonpublic schools, grade school yotaas 
graduate school. 


“The main purpose of this bill is to help 
middle .class families since they now 


_ receive no assistance from government in 


trying to meet increasing tuition costs,” 
said Father Cuddigan.

Carter's 1978 ‘Catholic problem’ 


Jimmy Carter is not the first President of the 
United States to be reminded of the promises he 
made along the campaign trail. But he made quite 
a number, and the chickens are coming home to 
roost. One, which refuses to have its head cut off, is 
the promise to seek methods of aiding parochial 
schools. 


The: Carter administration’s handling of the 
Moynihan-Packwood tuition tax credit bill has 
produced what is-now being referred to as Carter's 


-“Catholic problem.” During the 1976 campaign, 


Carter said in a National Catholic Service (NC 
News) interview and in a telegram to a meeting of 
Catholic schools officials that he would actively 
seek “constitutionally acceptable methods of 
providing aid to the parents of children attending 
parochial schools.” 


But administration officials testified against the 
tax credit proposal (SC, Jan. 26) at Senate hearings 
and Sen. Patrick Moynihan (D-NY) accused the 
administration of breaking its promise. In the 
interview also published in SC, Jan. 26, HEW 
Secretary Joseph Califano made no bones about 
-bluntly writing off aid to parents of children in 
parochial schools, stating that there were “more 
urgent” needs. 


He could not have been more clear: “Somehow or 
other those individuals whose donations to their 
church are already tax deductible, have got to find 
a way to bear the cost of sending their children toa 
parochial school or any other private school.” 


To be fair, it should be stated that Califano 
admitted to NC News that President Carter and Vice 


President Mondale have reminded him of the > 


promises, and that HEW’s lawyers are still looking 
at constitutional issues. He added that HEW has 
proposed a-large increase in Elementary. and 
Secondary Education Act funds which benefit 
students in parochial as well as public schools.

Visibility of choirs

Francis de Sales parish in Riverside a week ago, 
about 60 choir members, carefully and neatly blue- 
robed, were ranged on either side of the sanctuary, 
on risers, with the conductor in the center of the 
aisle. 


Some attending commented to me that the choir 
distracted from the altar and almost formed a 
barrier between the congregation and the sacrifice. 


In historic old churches you can still see the 
“choir stalls’ used by neatly vested choirs— 
churches built in the days before-we “gathered 
around” the altar, which was then a far distant 
place, reserved for the clergy, behind a rood 
screen. Perhaps the question we have to ask is: are 
choirs “putting on a performance” or helping us to 
celebrate the eucharist. Do they need to be visible? 
What do you think?

One friend spoke of feeling a 
detachment towards even his chosen 
occupation in life, sometimes to a 
degree he found disturbing.

ANOTHER ADMITTED to a haunting 
presentiment of some nebulous but 
inescapable future calamity, which 
often led her to mistrust or undervalue 
the pleasure present in her life. A third 
confessed an unshakeable sense of 
anticipation of some major develop- 
ment lying ahead, so that to date, her 
life had seemed merely a kind of 
“marking time.” Decisions and long 
term planning became increasingly 
difficult for her.

“temporariness.” To a certain extent, 
it incorporates both the feeling of 
detachment and that of anticipation, 


_ yet without robbing the present of its

Being, by nature, given to some- 
what passionate involvement in 


_ whatever | happen to be interested in 


at any one time, this “bump of 
temporariness” often acts as a check, 
a calming element. It can teach the art 
of moderation and objectivity and 
something of the NEC E Seay discipline 
of relinquishment. 


1 SUPPOSE MOST of us tend tocling 
to those positions and undertakings 
which have brought success and 
praise. But an awareness, however 
unwelcome, of the transcience of 
even our most cherished accomplish- 
ments is a great leveller! 3 


When conscious of the constant 
passage of time and changing 
situations, success and failure alike, 
although enjoyed or deplored in the 
moment, slip more easily into the 
past, which, being irreversible, soon 
ceases to be of consequence. Then, 
too, without lessening the urgency to 
do what must be done in the present, 
it allows a resignation towards what 


~ will not be done. — 
It’ is an orientation not without_ 


danger. A person who perceives life as _ 
always changing, always fluid, may 
come to see too many things as of 
diminished importance..He may be 
discouraged from entering into the 
business of living in depth and slide 
into a superficial existence. He or she 
may withhold the vital self-donation 
necessary for sincere, loving relation- 
ships, or become gradually over- 
whelmed by a sense of futility, finding 
no real direction nor purpose to life. 


BUT COUPLED WITH a Christian 
vision, this vision of life as an ongoing 
journey in the company of other 
travellers—still en route to an 
unknown destination—can_ hold 
immense potential for real commit- 
ment. If the vagaries and transcience 
of our experience are envisioned as 
essential components of God’s always 
benevolent plan, they can lead to 
increasing dependence on him and 
more conscious desire for unity. 


Because it forces us to look beyond 
the present or even the foreseeable 
future, for a definition of our mission 
and destiny, it must in time lead 
unfalteringly towards Christ. In a 


universe of unremitting change, we 


find in him the one eoncnt the one 
immutable, the one eternal. 


In a Christian orientation, asense of - 


“temporariness” should not ‘militate 
against self-fulfilment or commit- 
ment. Rather it should direct one to. 
the ultimate purpose of life and the 
real focus of all energy and passion. 
However fleeting the days, however 
irrevocable the past and elusive the 
future, in Christ there is an ongoing 
present in which past and future are 
united, whether we understand it or 


> not. 


THEN, TOO, if life is difficult, it can 
make endurance possible where it 
seems impossible. For a limited time 
the human spirit -is capable of 
sustaining itself through almost any 
hardship or pain. 


And in the face of the great mystery : 


of death, the habit of acceptance or 
anticipation of the mortality of things 
may make that great relinquish- 
ment—if not easier—at least more 
logical and inevitable. 

“Now” may be the briefest flicker

Know your faith 


Christians renew unity 


in fidelity to the gospel 


By Father John B. Sheerin 


The theme of Christian unity ran like a 
golden thread through the Second Vatican 
Council, but it originated in the beginnings of 
Christianity. At the Last Supper, Jesus 
prayed for a unity among his disciples and 
their successors so close and intimate that 
the world would see it as a sign that his 
mission was from God. 


That unity was jolted when eastern 
Christians broke off relations with Christians 
in the west. The disunity was heightened by 
personal and administrative abuses in the 
church that paved the way for the Protestant 
Reformation in the 16th century. 


SINCE POPE JOHN and Vatican Il, the 
ecumenical movement for the promotion of 
Christian unity is making undramatic but 
substantial progress. After 12 years of 
dialogue meetings between Anglican and 
Roman Catholic representatives, their 
summary report (Dec. 28, 1977) declared that 
they now share “so profound an agreement 
on the level of faith that these churches are in 
fact sister churches.” 


Christian disunity is agony for devout 
Christians, a scandal to the world and an 
obstruction to preaching Christ’s gospel. 
Vatican II’s Decree on Ecumenism therefore 
exhorts “all the Catholic faithful to recognize 
the signs of the times and to take an active 
and intelligent part in the work of ecumenism” 
(1,4). 


This concern for restoring Christian unity 
involves Catholic laity and clergy alike in a 
greater fidelity to the gospel and the person of 
Christ. Just as the church, as a human 


institution, needs continual reformation (II,6), 
so also do its members need a new sense of 
dedication, a daily conversion of heart anda 
readiness to serve their brethren. 


SOME CATHOLICS, however, are 
tempted to feel that involvement in the 
ecumenical movement may lead them to 
compromise their Catholic beliefs, perhaps 
for the sake of a chummy togetherness that 
hides hard doctrines. But nothing is so foreign 
to the spirit of ecumenism as a sense of 
glossing over all differences as if they did not 
exist, thereby obscuring the purity of 
Catholic doctrine. 


The greater risk is in isolating ourselves 
from the company of other Christians, thus 
prolonging Christian disunity. The Decree on 
Ecumenism recommends that even the well 
educated Catholic should acquire “a more 
adequate understanding of the respective 
doctrines of our separated brethren, their 
history, their spiritual and liturgical life, their 
religious psychology and cultural back- 
ground” (II, 9). 


In this area, books are helpful, but Father 
Yves Congar, the veteran ecumenist, points 
out that personal contacts are indispensable. 


AT VATICAN II, Bishop Emil Joseph de 
Smedt of Bruges, Belgium, said that an 
important element in successful dialogue is to 
speak a language that Protestants or 


Orthodox Christians. can understand. , 
Conversations between Christians often - 


flounder on the rocks of a vocabulary that is 
almost incomprehensible to Protestants. 


I have in mind terms such as collegiality, 
venial sin, primacy of honor, substance and 


Cardinal William Baum of 
Washington discusses unity with 


accident. Conversely, the Protestant in 
dialogue may have his kind of jargon, terms 
that sound strange to Catholic ears. 


It is important to listen patiently to what the 
Protestant is saying. Bishop De Smedt 
suggested that for purposes of dialogue we 
should know what other Christians believe, 
what they think we believe, what they think is 
missing from our belief. 


HE PROBABLY had theologians in mind, 
but I feel his suggestions can also be helpful to 
non-theologians in ecumenical discussions in 
the kitchen or the living room. 


Sometimes we fear contact with Protest- 
ants in dialogue or ecumenical services due to 
a nervousness about encountering the 


unfamiliar. A certain amount of adven- — 


turousness is helpful on such occasions. 


Or it may be that we have a strong 
emotional attachment to our Catholic

environment and feel reluctant to go some 
place where we would be uneasy or feel 
somehow disloyal or “tainted.” 

IN SUCH MOMENTS of hesitancy, it is 
well to meditate on Christ’s concern about 
Christian disunity as expressed at the Last 
Supper. He wants us to promote unity among 
Christians. 


In spite of differences in doctrine or 


discipline between us and Protestants, the. 


fact remains that the latter have been 
incorporated into Christ and as the decree on 
Ecumenism says, “they have a right to be 
called Christians and with good reason are 
accepted as brothers by ang ehucien of the 
Catholic church” (1,3). 


Thank God that a man named John 
appeared in this century to help promote the 
ecumenical movement in order to undo the 
scandal of religious wars and bind up the 
wounds in the body of Christ.

Avery Dulles, SJ 


Seeking a credible church 


By William E. May 


As an undergraduate at Harvard in the late 
1930s, Avery Dulles was in many ways typical 
of his generation and social class. He was an 
intelligent, sophisticated, and amiable 
hedonist, convinced that God and religion 
were simply relics of a more superstitious, 
nonscientific age. 


During his college years Dulles came, 
through a study of Plato and Aristotle and 
personal experience, to realize that there is 
an order of transcendent significance 
discernible in the universe and in human 
existence and that it is necessary to find 
something more secure than cultural mores 
if one wants to make sense of the human 
struggle for justice. 


ONE DAY he fell on his knees and recited, 
in faith, the Lord’s Prayer, and eventually, 
with the help of divine grace, entered the 
church and later the Society of Jesus. 


During his life as a Jesuit student and 
teacher Dulles has sought constantly to 
deepen his faith, to come to an ever richer 
understanding of it, and to help make it 
credible to men and women of the 20th 
century. 

Precisely because he is convinced that the 
God manifested in Jesus Christ and 
proclaimed by his church is a living and loving 
being who has revealed to us stupendously 
important truths (which we can all 
“dogmas”) about ourselves and about 
himself, Dulles wants to make these precious 
truths meaningful and credible for those 
who are searching for them today. 


HE IS THUS anxious to remove obstacles 
to belief and dialogue that are presented when 
these truths are taught in ways that are 
inappropriate, and, at times, falsifiable in the 
light of contemporary historical and scientific 
evidence. 

His concern about this issue is reflected in 


many of his writings. Thus, for example, in 
“Apologetics and the Biblical Christ,” Dulles 
called for a presentation of the Lord Jesus 
that is grounded on the solid work done by a 
generation of scholars and for avoiding an 
apologetics based on a naive and no longer 
believable interpretation of the biblical data. 


The Second Vatican Council has had a 
great influence on Dulles and his thought, 
particularly in deepening his understanding of 
the mystery of the church. With the council 
he believes that the one true church of Jesus 
Christ “subsists in” the Roman Catholic 
church but at the same time he seeks to show, 
with the council, that other Christian bodies 
truly merit the name “church” and _ that 
significant elements of sanctification and of 
truth are incarnated in them (cf. Lumen 
Gentium, par. 8 and “Models of the 
Church”). 


HE HAS THUS been a leader in the 
ecumenical movement, and through such 
works as “Revelation and the Quest for 
Unity,” “The Survival of Dogma,” and 
“Models of the Church” has done much to 
foster understanding of the Roman Catholic 
church among Protestants and of the 
Protestant churches among Catholics. 


It is only natural that a theologian as active 
as Dulles should at times elicit controversy. 


In his struggle to secure, and rightly so, a 
hearing for theologians within the church 
Dulles has suggested that there are two 
magisteria within the church, the hierarchical 
magisterium of the Pope and bishops and the 
doctrinal or sciéntific magisterium of the 
theologians. 


I do not agree with him. I believe that his 
suggestion here is misleading and that in 
making it he has, in my judgment, minimized 
the role of Pope and bishops as .genuine 
teachers and has tended to regard them too 
exclusively as administrators. 


BUT A GROWING church must discuss 
and continue seeking better understanding. 
As theologians discuss, controversies will 
arise. Yet through such discussions, Christ 
continues to reveal himself more fully. 


Avery Dulles, in addition to being a 
theologian intent on making the church 
credible to people today, is also an unusually 
hard-working, courteous, and_ friendly 
person, one whose whole demeanor radiates 
the gentleness and kindness of Christ. 


Today, as in his undergraduate years at 
Harvard, Father Dulles is still intelligent and 
amiable, but he is far from a hedonist. Rather 
he is aman whose life is, in the title of the book 


in which he tells of his conversion, “A 


Testimonial to Grace.”

It is fashionable among some Catholics 
today to dismiss the Council of Trent with a 
shrug or a glare, if not outright hostility. The 
adjective, “Tridentine,” is associated in their 
minds with ecclesiastical backwardness. How . 
odd this is when one looks at the real story of 
Trent itself. 


Creed stated God’s loving and saving work 
for man. Cult—liturgy—celebrated the 
experience of that salvation. Code told of the 
loving response of the people to the saving 
love of the Lord. This enlightened view of 
catechesis is substantially the goal of today’s 
religious education. 


Trent also put discipline into the seminaries 
both for the prayer life and personal growth of 
the candidates, as well as in the matter of an 
organized course of studies. 


Liturgy. The Council outlined an Order for ecumenical discussions are 


Opening a quarter century after Luther 
started the Reformation, Trent continued for 
21 years to hammer out so successful a series 
of reforms that it dwarfs any other council 
(save, possibly Vatican Il) in its boldness, 
breadth of interests and powerful resolve. 


TRENT ESTABLISHED directions for: 
Discipline: Liturgy: Catechetics: Doctrine. 
Take a brief look at each of these areas. 


Discipline. Trent abolished the evil of 
bishops and abbots acting as absentee 
landlords, in which they took the income from 
a diocese or abbey, but lived elsewhere and 
let subordinates care for the people. 

The council struck out at the strange policy 
of “delayed consecration” in which, for 
example, a 14-year-old boy could be 
appointed bishop, though his consecration 


the Mass that named the rubrics, texts and 
behavior expected at liturgy. In so doing, 
Trent salvaged worship from the chaotic 
results of the excesses of individual local 
rituals and subjective tastes gone amok. 


In dogmatic understanding, Trent insisted 
on seeing the Mass as an experience of the 
saving work of Christ through his sacrifice of 
the cross. This was to counter those who saw 
the Mass only as familial gathering and base 
for community development. Trent also 
urged high quality preaching from the clergy 
and frequent communion (i.e., on Sunday) on 
the part of the people. 


Catechetics. The Fathers of Trent 
produced the Roman Catechism, a model to 
this day of catechesis based on biblical 


Doctrine. Given the fact that 23 bishops 
and 28 theologians at Trent belonged to the 
Dominican Order, it is not surprising that the 
approach of Thomas Aquinas dominated the 
theological expression of the council. Thus 
the Thomistic sequence of doctrine and its 
clarity of statement prevailed and dispelled 
much of the muddy thinking (and non- 
thought) of the day. The doctrinal statements 
of Trent were responses to the Lutheran 
challenges of faith, Bible and Eucharist. 


While admitting the value of faith in the 
original experience of salvation (justification), 
Trent also insisted on good works as central 


_ to the life-long drama of salvation. Agreeing 


as well to the primordial value of Scripture, 
Trent also insisted on the role of church 
authority in the matter of interpretation of the 


Today’s 
clearing up many of the misunderstandings 
developed during the Reformation. But there 
are still unresolved doctrinal issues. The gulf 
opened by 400 years will not be healed in a 
day. 


Trent was an astonishing and remarkable 
achievement in church life. Perhaps indeed it 
was eventually musused by some _ in 
succeeding times. Still there is no warrant for 
the mindless and witless contemporary scorn 
heaped on it by some factions in today’s 
church. 


The abuse of Trent’s heritage may deserve 
rejection, but not the original achievement 
itself. Trent stood for gospel faith and 
Catholic tradition. We will be lucky to do as 
well. 


Christian Meditation: Contemplations on friendship

Friendship is nearly impossible outside 
of some type of shared contemplative 
experience. Friendship is a great 
blessing, but at the same time a rare art; 
especially, since: “all effort and all 
achievement spring from men’s mutual 
jealousy. This, too, is vanity and chasing 
of the wind. 


The fool folds his arms 
and eats his own flesh away. 
—Better one handful of repose 
than two hands full of effort — 
in chasing the wind.” 
(Ecclesiastes 4:4) 

Friendship is rooted in a reciprocal 
regard for the intrinsic worth of the 
person. Therefore, use can be a part of 
friendship only as a consequence, rather 
than as a cause. 


ONE CANNOT-use people and call 
them friends. Friends are to be enjoyed 
for their own sake, not as a means to 


something else. 


Friendship is not a function of 
something else, but it is to be enjoyed in 
and of itself as a reflection and 
participation in the relationship between 
the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit. 
Since the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Spirit are friends they deeply enjoy each 
other’s company. 


. The joy they take in each other’s love 
is the essence of their relationship. 
Moreover, it is in our enjoyment of God’s 
enjoyment of himself in us that affords 
us the calm assurance which allows 

others to take a long and critical look at 
us. This type of critical regard or look 
prepares the way for friendship. 


I HAVE always felt suspicious of 
people who do not know how to rest or 
to play—who are always busy being too 
important to permit one the chance to 
really know them.

While reformation in the 16th century tore 
the church asunder, a counter reformation 
tried to hold the church together. Its 
proponents recognized the need for reform 
and worked heroically to correct the abuses 
which were wrecking the church. 


One of the greatest of these men was St. 
Charles Borromeo. He was an aristocrat by 
birth, gifted, with many important connect- 
ions, including an uncle who became Pope 
Pius IV. Yet he remained humble, poor in 
spirit, dedicated to the church and the people 
over whom he was-given pastoral charge. 


HIS FATHER was Count Gilbert 
Borromeo and his mother, Margaret, was 
from the powerful Medici family. He was born 
in the family castle on Lake Maggiore on Oct. 
QS 3826 Ye 


At age 12 he became acleric and receiveda 
rich Benedictine abbey as a gift. This was just 
the first of a long list of benefices and honors 
which would be heaped upon him. 


But characteriestically and as a portent of 
things to come, he reminded his father that, 
apart from necessary expenses, the revenues 
of the abbey belonged to the poor. 


HIS EDUCATION was sound, decep- 
tively so, since a speech defect and a natural 


reserve gave the impression of dullness. As a 
student he lived a spartan existence and 
received the doctorate when he was 22. 


Shortly thereafter his uncle, newly elected 
Pope Pius IV, made him a cardinal and 
administrator of the See of Milan. However, 
much to Charles’ chagrin, he did not allow 
him the freedom to do much administering or 
even to stay in Milan. 


He kept him at Rome and loaded him with 
many responsibilities and honors. He must 


have been a genius at organization, for he. 


managed to discharge all his duties without 
frenzy, finding time for both physical and 
cultural recreation. 


PIUS IV was eager to reconvene the 
Council of Trent. The council was bent on 
reform, and not all were eager for reform. 
Only the brilliance and untiring industry of 
Charles effected the reopening. During the 
two years of this final-session he worked 
unceasingly to keep it from breaking up 
before its task was finished. 


In 1563 he was ordained priest and bishop 
but still could not return to Milan. He had to 
see to the composition of the catechism of the 
Council of Trent and the reform of the liturgy. 
The results of Milan having had no bishop for 
80 years were chaotic. : 


Finally Charles was allowed to make a

visitation and hold.a provincial council, at 
which much prudent reform legislation was 
enacted in the spirit of Trent. His uncle’s 
mortal illness recalled him to Rome, and Pius 
V begged him to stay for a while, but finally he 
was free to go to his people and shepherd 
them. 


AS ARCHBISHOP of such a prestigious 
See, he was entitled to a large household 
which he so controlled as to check any 


excess. The archbishop was most demanding 


on himself, living austerely yet prudently. A 
large part of his income went to charity. 


Especially valuable household goods he 
sold for an enormous sum and turned over 
the proceeds to disadvantaged families. His 
prayer life was deep and constant, and his 
serenity of soul communicated itself to all with 
whom he came into contact. 


Holiness and strength of character were 
essential for the formidable task which lay 
before him. His people were ignorant, ill 
instructed, and superstitious. Many priests 
were equally ignorant, hardly able to 
administer the sacraments. The monasteries 
were disorderly. 


BUT CHARLES was determined to set 
things right and worked indefatigably to do 
so: by personal visitations, provincial 
councils, diocesan synods, pastoral letters. 
His combination of gentleness and firmness 
coupled with his inspiring example enabled 
him to make amazing headway. He was 
particularly concerned with children’s 
instruction so he established the Confrater- 
nity of Christian Doctrine, with 740 schools, 
3,000 teachers, and 40,000 pupils. 


In all of this he had to fight stiff opposition 
from several quarters, both ecclesiastical and 
civil. Matters reached a head when a dissolute 
religious order paid one of its priest members 
40 gold pieces to assassinate him. 


important in my life—time to regard the 
majesty of God. 


"If these people seek to associate with 
me because some others think I am 
important we may all become inane.

Friendship is based ona mutual regard 
for intrinsic worth. How will we be able to 
identify worth in each other unless we 
have first contemplated that same value 
in God—the source of all true friendship? 


He was kneeling before the altar at night 
prayers in his private chapel when the shot 
was fired. The bullet hit him in the back and 
fell harmlessly to the floor, leaving just a 
bruise. He continued his exhausting round of 
work. One of his most important moves was 
the establishment of three seminaries in the 
archdiocese. 


The Holy Year of 1575-1576 brought 
crowds of pilgrims to Milan and with them 
came the plague. ‘fhe civil authorities all fled; 
Charles, his clergy and lay helpers stayed to 
work amid frightful conditions, with death 
everywhere. But he saw it through and 
somehow survived. 


In 1584 he fell ill, and after having made his 
annual retreat, returned to Milan, where he 
died at the age of 46 on Nov. 4.

and colonizers years ago touched with the 
language and culture of Spain. 


“Our language is the same. Much of our 
culture is the same. It is.a great unifying 
factor,” said -Martinez. The Spanish- 
speaking, he indicated, form a section of 
the universal church which is sizeable and 
growing. 

AS FOR THE Hispanic “manana” men- 
tality: “That's a stereotype which the 
media has perpetuated throughout our 
history,” he asserts. “This attitude exists 
perhaps in our case with regard to religion, 
because the church has done everything 
for us for so long.” 


He appreciates those from other 
cultures who have adjusted their own 
background to understand the Hispanics— 
priests like Bishop Roger Mahony of 
Fresno, for example. 


“| see it also in our own diocese,” he 
added. “Several priests here—Fathers Ray . 
Moore and Joseph Pawlicki are two—have 
studied the culture and long to work with 


-our people.” 


WHAT OCCUPIES most of the time of the 
Spanish-speaking Executive Commission 
of the diocese, which Martinez heads? 


“The ongoing evangelization and 
catechizing process which we have 
introduced,” he replied. “This will help the 
Spanish-speaking to assume responsible 
roles and it will be achieved by and 


through the discovery and actuality of 
their gifts and talents. They will then place 
them at the service of the church.”

been generous in their financial support 
for church-related- programs.

MARTINEZ IS WELL versed in the 
documents of Vatican I| as they relate to 
various cultures within the church. He 
likes this quotation from The Church inthe 
Modern World (Gaudiurn et Spes): 


“Because it flows. immediately from 
man’s spiritual and social nature, culture 
has constant need of a just freedom if it is 
to develop. It also needs the legitimate 
possibility of exercising its independence 
according to its own principles.”

He will also remind you that the 
council’s fathers wrote that “during the 
course of time the church has used in her 
preaching the discoveries of different 
cultures to spread and explain. the 
message of Christ to all nations.” 


MARTINEZ IS NOT looking for quick 
solutions. He has a long memory of a past 
which was not always smooth and was 
scarred by discrimination or indifference. 

But there’s no chip visible on his 
shoulder, nor militancy in his attitude. He 
believes in working with, not against the 
church as it exists. 

One of his personal goals is to becomea 
permanent deacon and he has made his 
application ta join the diocesan program. 
Several bilingual deacons have already 
been ordained and more are progressing 
through the formation program. 


MUCH. OF THE present work of the 
Spanish-speaking Executive Commission 
is taken up with the progress and 
development of the communidades de 
base (local communities) which bring 
Hispanics together in a Christian context, 
and with the active program of evangel- 


ization which reaches out “to all, whether 


going to church or not.” 


Basic Christian Community is a small 
gathering of 20 to 50 Catholic adults who 
form a community more basic than a 
geographical area called a parish. They 
meet, mostly bi-monthly, pray together, 
discuss the gospel and deal with problems 
facing the local Christian community. 


MARTINEZ expresses his own _phil- 
osophy, but reminds you that he does not 
work alone. “There are some very. 
dedicated people on the team and in the 


_commission,” he said, naming in 


particular Sister Sara Murrieta, director of 
Padre Hidalgo Center, as “a tremendous

source of encouragement and _ inspira- 
tion.” 


There is also a diocesan “mobile team” 


of four coordinators who serve in the four 


counties of the diocese, working closely 
with the head of the youth team, Sister 
Rosa Marta Zarate. 


Martinez is emphatic that “because of 


the reality that the Hispanic and Anglo 
communities in the church are poles 
apart, there is a need for a pluralistic 


Catholic diocesan church modeled after 


the documents of Vatican II.” 


What progress has been made? “We’ve 
only taken the first steps,” he replies. “It’s 
hard to put into words, unless you've ‘been 
there’ and know where we're coming 


from,” he adds with a suggestion of 


asperity in his tone. 


“WE’RE ONLY AT the first stage, and 
we'll keep on spinning our wheels unless 
we Can break through at the parish level.” 


And the way to do this, he feels, is 
through existing diocesan offices and 
departments that deal with education, 
youth and similar programs. “We've got to 
gain acceptance of diocesan Spanish- 
speaking programs.” 


He summarizes: “Ours is a grassroots 
endeavor. We come from the heart of the 
community and the barrio. We wish only to 
return to it and teach as Christ did. 


“The church has only recently addresed 
itself to the laity. The lay apostolate was 
always there by virtue of baptism and 
confirmation. 


“Before the needs, abilities and 
opportunities that the Vatican I] docu- 
ments speak about can be recognized, 
attitudes have to be adjusted on the part of 
the clergy to dialogue at the grassroots 
level.”

15,000 ‘feast’

ANAHEIM—In_ the  futuristic-shaped 
Anaheim Convention Center last week- 
end, an age old occurrence took place. 


The people of God gathered to seek, 


. worship, praise and be filled with the Holy 


Spirit of God. 


MORE THAN 15,000 journeyed from all 
parts of California, including at least 1,000 
from the San Diego diocese, for the Los 
Angeles Archdiocesan Religious Edu- 
cation Congress. 


The scope ‘was as tremendous as we 


have come to expect at Anaheim. More 
than 120 workshops and 10 masses were 
offered over the three days of the event, 


, Feb, 3-5. 


And the names. Malcolm Muggeridge, 
the 75-year-old British satirist, and Father 
Lucien Deiss, CSSp, the famed liturgist 
from Paris, were the international! 
headliners. 


AND HOW THEY loved Muggeridge. His 
afternoon workshop in the arena 
resembled the general assemblies in 
numbers ‘and content, and the people 
responded enthusiastically to his humor 
with laughter and ovation after ovation. 


“It's true. | do love the Catholic church. | 


often longed to join it. Perhaps, some have © 


to not join it,” he said in a question-and- 
answer period. ~ 
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“Mother Teresa never looks at television 
or reads a newspaper, so she is rather well 
informed about the world,” Muggeridge 
said. 


“She seems to know very well where her 
love is needed,” said the man who wrote 
the book “Something Beautiful for God” 
about the famed missionary. 


“ITS THIS ‘geography of compassion’ 
she has which she follows, and it never 
leads her astray,” he said. 


In answer to how others may imitate her, 
Muggeridge responded, “She imitates our 
Lord and they can only imitate her by 

‘imitating the Lord. She literally sees her 
Savior in every suffering person andtreats 
him accordingly: 


“Saints, like clowns, can be very funny,” 
Muggeridge continued. “Mother Teresa 
never criticizes anyone. I’ve heard her say 
someone ‘is Christ in a very distressing 
disguise.’ ” 


FATHER DEISS also delighted thous- 
ands who attended his three workshop 
sessions with his insightful knowledge into 
the liturgical experience and his mild 
humor, all spoken in accented English.

A look at books 


A PEW FOR ONE, PLEASE: THE CHURCH 
AND THE SINGLE PERSON, by William 
Lyon. The Seabury Press, New York, NY. 
120 pages. $6.95. 


This book is aimed at helping those 
interested in ministering to single persons 
(the never married, divorced and 
widowed) provide more effective pro- 
grams. 


Lyon uncovered few church singles 
programs that even begin to deal 
adequately with the four major problem 
areas confronting singles—practical 
needs, social, psychological and spiritual. 


The author, a theologicaly trained 
psychologist on the staff of Chapman 
College in Orange, Calif., sees four models 
of church singles groups currently in 
operation: 


—Church-sponsored, © offering little 
more than a meeting place; 


—Church-dominated, ministering pri- 


marily to the members’ spiritual needs, 
without recognizing the problems caused 
by their singleness; 

—Church-related, those in the middle, 
and 

—Church-integrated, Lyon's ideal, 
providing “a setting wherein mutual 
respect and love are basic characteristics 
of the interactions between members, and 
between members and the church.” 


For the single person, this book presents 
a discouraging picture, leaving one with 
the options of rooting out the truly helpful 
“church-integrated” singles group in his 
or her area or waiting for clergymen to 
become interested in forming such a 
group. 

Hopefully, A Pew for One will inspire 
some ministers and priests to begin that 
task or to revise their groups to become 
more helpful outlets for single persons.
